—Chnir- 
man Bland of the House Committee of 
Coinage, W oighte and Measure#, 
presented a m inority report on tbo bill 
to próvida for the free ooinai(e of ellver, 
wluoh wae reportad adversely from hi* 
Committee, and whioh le now on 
li.a e a 
calendar. 
The 
report

aod Lanham and 
other mom bon, 
aod etarte off with 
a declaration 
‘bat th e 
volume of 
m etallic 
atoney 
“ ®ot eubject to 
the oootrol of legialatiou. but ie regu- 
latad by natnra. 
Recognising the prin­ 
cipio th a t natore ebould eupply the vol­ 
ume of money, th e only duty that de­ 
velops upon legislation is to establish 
by law the ratee of 
value for th e coin­ 
age of the two metals and to provide 
for unlim ited 
or 
frea 
coinage 
of 
both 
a t 
the ratio established! 
In 
1873, under the pretext of amending 
the M int act, silver waa demonetised, 
and this was in conflict w ith the Consti­ 
tuí ion. 
if under the Cone lita tion Con­ 
gress bss th e power to prohibit or limit 
th e coinage of silver, so it has that of 
gold. As compared to gold, silver Is now 
depreciated. It ie therefore claimed that 
it will not be in good faith to o ar public 
oredifairs to pay Ihom in silver doliera. 
W ithout going into the facts th at the 
bullion oontained in a silver dollar will 
f 
'Urohase as many of the ueoeasaries of 
ife a t this tim e and more then it would 
have done when dropped from ooinage 
and more than in 1805 ur in 1870, 
all interest bearing ooin obligations of 
the goveracnmit now outvtaudiiw were 
issued by virtue of the act of 1870, ex­ 
cept 3 per cent, bonds issued under the 
net of 1881. or eieoe ellver ooinage wae 
resumed, and are payable either ia gold 
or silver coin, therefore, to restore the 
silver dollar and oompel its payment ia 
redem ption of these obligations would 
be no violation at contract or of good 
faith on th e part of th e governmeot to­ 
wards its creditors. The restoration 
of silver here will neoeisarily give a’.de- 
inand 
for it th at has uot 
existed 
since 
1873, end will have a tendency 
to restore it to a parity w ith gold aad 
It is believed that it will so restore it, 
b a t w hether it be so or s o t it ie Insisted 
th at we owe no d eb t that (a n ot legally 
qr morally payable in ellver, and even 
should we go to a single silver standard 
no harm would come of it. 
T he report 
anotes from M r. Gernuechese's “Great 
Metallic Powers,” in wh'Ob he cays, re­ 
ferring to the free ooinage of silver: 
''V ery venturesome would be those who 
should reoomtneud th e United flute» of 
America to undertake, tingle handed, 
w hsi France will uud tU k e only triple­ 
handed," and oomment* upon it by re­ 
m arking, this pempblet wae evidently 
inspired by Mr. M anL n Marble, who 
was sent by th e government tq iqvesli- 
ggte th e subject in European ooito- 
(riee In th a interest of gold mono- 
nyelgUsU. se the pamphlet eeeine to have 
reached every member of Co agrees, with 
th e oompiimeute of Mr. Marble.

report proceeds to dieouea th e queatiou 
w hether it would be safe for ihia oouu- 
try to ooin ailver free in th e event of no 
obaage bsiug made in the m onetary pol­ 
io, ol Europa, aod expresase lb s belief 
th at Kuf jpaau eouutrise oaouul forth, r 
(femooetiae ailver w ithout g reat disaster 
them selves, while the tend «noy wee 
towards the restoration of that metal. 
A nother question which m ail be eon- 
tldered ia oonneotion with the ooiuege

created by th e retirem ent of national 
baak notes was to be supplied with, 
now th a t th a psym eut of tha pubRo 
debt was rapidly geinx on and would 
toon Wipe q u t tb s foundation of die n a­ 
tional baak circulation.

uocurreucj would bs a great relief tq 
both beuiiepherte.

giving tne starving laborers of those 
pountries employ inch t aod enabling them 
to parcbaae our commodities.
